Chicago Man Is 'Convicted of Brutal

ers was found guilty of murdering 
Mrs. Emma Kraft.:of Cincinnati and. 
lis punishment fixed at life imprison- 
ment in a verdict rendered by a jury 
here today.

The crime was committed Nov. 14, 
1912. 
Mrs. Kraft was 60 years old 
and had been a- widow for four years. 
She had been Infatuated with Koet- 
ers and had just Sold her little prop- 
erty in Cincinnati for J3.000. It was

Evidence was introduced that Koet-

Mrs. Kraft was found in a hotel 
room here at the point of death, her 
lead crushed by a- bjow from a ma- 
chinist's hammer. 
Suspicion pointed 
to Koetters, but a nation, wide search 
Tor the man was fruitless until he was 
accidentally recognized in San Fran- 
cisco. When arrested heihad $60 in a 
pocket of his overcoat and $800 con- 
jealed in his shoe. * 
Attempt at Alibi. 
A feature ot the defense was an 
attempt to set up' an alibi for the 
slam woman instead of for the mur- 
derer. Evidence was offered to prove 
that Mrs. Kraft could not have been in 
the Chicago hotel at the time she was 
said by state's witnesses to have ar- 
Tived there. Accounts from the jury 
room were that the Jurors agreed at 
once on Koetter's guilt and debated 
on the punishment to be inflicted. Koet- 
ters is about 35.

London, March 31.—The establish- 
ment of- a federal system of govern- 
ment for the' British Isles was sug- 
gested to the house of commons today 
by Sir Edward Gray as a solution of 
the home rule difficulty.

"I believe," said Sir Edward, "that 
if our, present difficulty is not solved 
by the introduction of a federal sys- 
tem the country will go under-.through 
the sheer inability of parliament to 
transact its business"

opments in connection with the Ulster 
situation the house of commons today 
started the debate on: the second read- 
ing of the home rule for Ireland bill. 
It was expected the measure would oc- 
cupy the house for at least three days.

City Official* and Health Officer To 


See That Ordinance'on Garbage 


Disposal i« Obeyed. 


With the .Tanesville Civic League, 
the newly formed municipal council, 
the city health 
officer. 
Dr. S. B. 
Buckmaster and the 
commissioners 
working co-operatively for" a' success- 
ful clean-up this /'spring, 
Janesville 
promises to tecome a realistic spot- 
less town before the summer is over. 
It is expected that a district will be 
established for city collection of gar- 
bage by the council antf'a well organ- 
ized clean up in which the alleys, 
river banks, and backyards' will be an 
object ot attack 
The weapon of the 
advocates of the ' garbage disposal 
system will be the "city ordinanae 
number 356 which was /adopted on 
June seventh, 1912, which in part is 
as follows: 
Section 1.—"That the .words "gar.- 
bage" and "offal" include the accumu- 
lation of animal/ fruit, or vegetable 
matter that attends the preparation 
use, cooking, dealing in or storage cf 
meats, fish, fowl,-fruits 
and vegeta- 
bles; and it 
shall 
be unlawful for 
any person to place in the 
garbage 
vessels any ashes, old cans, broken 
dishes or any dry waste. 
. 
Section 2 provides that it shall be 
the duty of householders, 
tenants, 
hotel and boarding house keepers, re- 
tail dealers and all persons occupying 
dwellings within the city of Janesville, 
to provide or cause -to be provided, 
adn at all times to keep or cause to 
be kept, portable vessels or cans, lor 
the deposit of garbage or offal, said 
vessels to be water tight, provided 
with handles and cover. Vessels iO 
be of suitable size, and constructed 
of or lined with metal: 
Such cans 
shall be kept in rear of building, eas- 
ily accessible to the 
collector, but 
not on sidewalk, street 
or public 


place 
The ordinance also provides thai 
suitable receptacles shall be provided 
for ashes, old cans and other dry 
refuse which has not been destroyed 
by burning. Liquids shall 
not be 
placed in said cans. 
Janesville has no city ga.rbage col- 
lections, the work being done by pri- 
vate parties 
and 
this in 
several 
cases has proven unsatisfactory. "The 
question," declares 
Dr. Buckmaster, 
"is .one of the 
most important, as 
well as most perplexing and aniXl7- 
imr of civic affairs." It Is evident from 
the stand of the city health officer 
that the ordinance will -be carried out, 
to a greater 
degree 
than previous 
years. "If is to be 'hoped," said Dr. 
Buckmaster, "that citizens of Janes- 
ville may be so inoculated with civic 
pride that they will not wait for the 
city authorities to force upon them 
the observance of this ordinance. It 
has been found that tenants of the 
business district will dump their gar' 
bage in the alleys, 
often spine dis- 
tance from where they reside 
and 
sometimes on others property, mate 
it hard to make the property.owners 
responsible to .have the piles cleaned 
up."If each one would - secure a gar: 
bage can .and comply with the ordi- 
nance it would do much toward reach- 
ing the goal 6f good health and san 
It'ation.'
